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pear in the periodicals, in more detailed form than space would 

permit here. Sometimes congresses publish their proceedings, pe- 
riodicals publish special numbers, and organizations publish reports of 
particular interest. These are more accessible if they appear in the 
Bibliographies under the name of the organization concerned than they 
would be if cited here among the news items. However, it still seems 
desirable to mention some items here; therefore this section will be 
maintained, at least for the present, but in shortened form. 

Some new organizations and periodicals have appeared. In 1953 
a Department of literature and folklore was formed in the Institute of 
humanities (Mitre 680) in Salta, Argentina. The director is Roberto 
Garcia Pinto, professor of Argentine and American literature. This 
organization desires to establish contacts with others of similar inter- 
ests. On November 13, 1954, the statutes of the Sociedad panamefia de 
folklore were adopted in Panama City, Panama, Manuel F. Zarate, a 
professor at the University of Panama, is president. On September 21, 
1954, the Sociedad venezolana del folklore was founded in Caracas. 
General secretary is S. Erminy Arismendi (Apartado correos del este, 
no. 4936). In November 1953, appeared afio I, no. 1, 324 p. of Folk- 
lore americano, 6rgano del comité interamericano de folklore, created 
by the Instituto panamericano de geografia e historia at its fourth as- 
sembly in Caracas 1946. President of this Comité is Luis E. Valcarcel 
of Lima, Casilla 2048. There are four members from Peru, and one 
each from seven other American nations. In 1948, Hoyle S. Bruton 
published the first number of North Carolina folklore, under the auspi- 
ces of the University of North Carolina Folklore council, but it was 
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suspended after one number for lack of financial support. In Septem- 
ber 1954, vol. II, no. 1, 41 p., appeared, under the auspices of this 
same Council and of the North Carolina folklore society, edited by 
Arthur Palmer Hudson (Box 523, Chapel Hill, North Carolina, U.S.A.) 
A fuller account of this rebirth appears on page one. Let us hope this 
time the baby lives. The Verband der Vereine fiir Volkskunde an- 
nounced a general folklore congress in Celle, April 20-24, 1954. A great 
international folklore congress was held in August 1954 at Sao Paulo, 
Brasil, among a series of international congresses of many fields, as part 
of the celebration all through the year of the four hundredth anniver- 
sary of this great and growing city. For a published account of it, see 
under General, Latin America, Sao Paulo, in FACI. On the occasion 
of the International maritime exhibition in Naples, Italy, May to Oc- 
tober 1954, an International congress of ethnography and folklore of 
the sea was held October 3-12, to illustrate traditions inspired by the 
sea, among various peoples who have lived by and from the sea: narra- 
tives, poetry, music, arts, beliefs, speech. . . . The fourth session of 
the Folklore institute of America of Indiana university at Blooming- 
ton, Indiana, U.S.A., was held June 16 to August 12, 1954. Seven 
courses for credit were offered: Seminar in folklore theory and tech- 
niks by W. D. Hand of the University of California at Los Angeles and 
others, Introduction to folkmusic by B. Nett] of Wayne university in 
Detroit, Jewish folklore by D. Neuman, African folklore by G. Herzog, 
English and Scottish ballad by W. E. Roberts, American folklore by 
Hand and others, Folktale and allied forms. Numerous folklorists came 
to Bloomington during the session. The twentieth National folk festi- 
val was held April 7-10, 1954, in St. Louis, Missouri, U.S.A. As usual, 
dances and songs of many groups were presented. The first American 
folklore week, organized by the Summer school of the University of 
Chile in Santiago in January 1953, is reported in the Boletin indigenista 
(Mexico) December 1953, XIII, 336-339, in Spanish and English. The 
Austrian radio in Klagenfurt, June 4-8, 1954, presented a series of pro- 
grams on “Living folklore,” covering such topics as Folklore as a prob- 
lem of the present, speech, food... .
